DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1. In response to communications files on 13-April-2006, claim 18 is added and claims 6, 
1 1, and 14 are amended per applicant's request. Therefore, claims 1-18 are presently 
pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 10 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

As to claims 10 and 17, there is a disconnect between the computer memory 
product and the claimed "a central apparatus i.e., the claim appears unclear because on 
the preamble there is no connection with the central apparatus. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Block et ah (U.S. 
publication 2003/0050976) continuation filed on 4/1.0/2000, foreign application filing day 
is 9/26/2001. 

As to claim 18, Block et al . teaches a method of obtaining information from a 
community website, comprising: 

extracting commodity information from a database according to a value 
representing date and time as related to date-and-time data pertaining to theme 
information of the community site and date-and-time information provided by a timer 
(see abstract; figure 3, character 324; figure 4, character 418; figures 5-6; and paragraphs 
5 and 34).
